Much has been written about the 
thorouphness of .the training of the 
jnd;i ;rii;fi: -.n Germany under the 
Nar.i rcpmie Thi» seems we;; sum- 
mcc up ;n the fo'.low;np ftsiement 
of Dr. LEY, lcad«r of the Nazi 
Labour Front: 

"We begin with the child of three. 
As scM^n as he begins to think, we

iher. comes schivil. H.t'.er youth, the 
norm triiops. military scrvxc. We 
dc not leave him alone one moment,

V^-iu v.'i] s.imit that it must have 
taken a marvellous publlpity de- 
partment and super salesmen to sell 
that sort of existence. 

The Aim of Propaganda 
Now, as regards the publicity, or 
propaganda used to assist the fproad 
of Nazism, let us examine a few of 
the statements of Ns:: leaders as 
to the purpose of sue.- propaganda. 

Hitîcr fixrr.f up the aim of the 
propaganda department in a state- 
ment that I thak I have already 
quoted in a previous article: 

"Through the skilful and persiit- 
ent application of propaganda, an 
entire people can be shown heaven 
as heli. i.T.i ecualiy. the most mis- 
erable .;:€ car; be made to seem 
paradise." 

This statement did not apply 
merely to the domestic propaganda 
of the Third Reich. It had a special 
significance for the foreign agita- 
tion carried on by Nai; Gcr.-r.a.iy. 
Not only was "the most rr.iterable 
life made to seem paradise," but 
"through the skilful and persistent 
application of propaganda," war 
preparations took on a semblance of 
propaganda for peace. We see this ! 
clearly in the following statement | 
of Colonel HIERL, Secrçiary of 
State for the Labour Ser\ .ct. .r. hii | 
"FOUNDATIONS OF A GERMA.N 
MILITARY POLICY": 

"This pretendea pacifism is a po- 
litical weapon, and is actually uae- 
lul in preparing for war. By lulling 
the enemy to sleep witfj pacific 
phrases, it strives to make him ne- 
glect his armaments. The lulling 
vapors diffused about the enemy 
are also calculated to conceal otu' 
own armaments." 

Nazis Are Liars. 

I do not think that you requ.re 
any convincing that the Nazi pro- 
paganda machine was designed for 
the invention, manufacturing and 
d;Etrjbu'..yr. of bigger and belter 
j.ef. i; you CO require convincing, 
I can thinf. of no better authority 
than Hitler himself who, again in 
"Mein Kampf" says: 

"The magnitude of a lie is always 
a certain factor in making it be- 
l.evf i'y. grcë'. .'nasscs of a 

nit. on iT'. ct irifc bol'.om of their 
heari.' rr.v;f apt to be merely de- 
moral.zec than consciously and pur- 
posely bad. Consequently, in their 
primitive simplicity of mind, they 
more easily fall a prey to a big lie 
thèi. to i tiKi'.l one, since they 
ti-.c-mii ;•. t; of -en leJl petty Les, but 
v,ou:d be reilrained by shame from 
too big a one."

Inter-Faculty Activities 
At a UniTCralty with an enroll- 
ment as large as that ot McGill, I 
feel that there is plenty of room 
for a more extensive program of 
Inter-faculty activities. Such an 
extension would add considerably 
to the College Spirit and life ot the 
students. 

Inter-Colleglate Artlvitlex. 
When the war broke out a year 
ago last September, the tendency 
on our Canadian Campuses was to 
cut down on Inter-CoUcgiate Ac- 
tivities. This view was doubtless 
justilled at that time. Now, how- 
ever, there ririses the question of 
how we may best keep a high 
standard of morale. Our leaders 
have this constantly in mind. Per- 
sonally I believe that no better 
way c.nIsIs for Universities than to 
continue with an extensive pro- 
gram of Intcr-Colleglato Sports and 
other activities. The name of Mc 
Gill has gone far and wide as a 
great Univer.iity, an outstanding 
Mixiical School and as a groat con 
tre for Intor-Collcgiatc Hockey and 
other sports. The student who can 
take his place in Inler-Collcglate 
Ath'.elics is the better fitted to per 
form "all the nrt.-;, both public and 
private, of peace and war." 

1. Ilu'iofoii', favor n return lo In- 
tcr-Collegiate activities even on a 
reduced .scale. It is my opinion 
that this would be a contribution 
towards the maintaining of a high 
standard of morale. Then there is 
the fact that even in England 
Sports are not entirely lacking' 
while in Canada Western Univer- 
sity has not suspended Inter-Col- 
legiate .-Sclivities, 

The EstablLihlng of a Co-operative 
Book Store 

Each Student at McGlll spends a 
con.siderablc amount of money on 

bonks and supplies during the year 
Th,s amount varies fr«ni about Ç15 
to a* inucl; as $100 or even more 
in the case of students wlio pur- 
chase nticroscopes etc. By forming 
a Co>operntlve students would save 
a considerable amount on such 
piirchase-t. The students at Harvard 
Univeriiiy have such a "Co-op," 
and thoreby .save from l.^" to 20% 
on all their purchiwes, t.M Harvard 
the co-op has everything from a 
pin to a piano). This, I believe, 
would be of very material- advan- 
tage to McGill students. The prop- 
erty at McGtll, 1 understand, is tax 
free and hence does not permit 
such a venture on the campus, but 
such an cnterpri.^; could easily be 
established adjacent to McGill. 

Furthering the War Effort 
.Many Students at the University 
receive a more or less specialized 
training. I have in mind students 

in .Medicine, Kngineoring and in 
certain branches of tlic Graduate 
.S^-hool a.' for oxan.p'.o Pb.ysics and 
Chemistry. 1 believe thai the great- 
est contribution such students can 
make to our war effort Is by pur- 
suing their studies with due dili- 
gence. In the case of students do- 
ing w-ar research, this is of course 
their gn-atrst contnhuti'Ti Tlieu' 
Students then .ihould be exempt 
from compulsory training. 

Since almost all students al Mc- 
Gill have now received b.vic mili- 
tary training. I feel that a ne.i- and 
different system of training ought 
to be introduced for the coming 
year along lines similar to the fol- 
lowing! 

1 Students at McGill for Uie first 
time would be required to take the 
basic training as given al prwent.

moral breakdown of the enemy be- 
fore the war has started— that is 
the problem that interests me. Who- 
ever has experienced war at the 
front will want to refrain from all 
avoidable bloodshed. Anything that 
helps preserve the precious German 
blood is good. We shall not shrink 
from the plotting of revolution. We 
shall have friends who will help us 
in all the enemy countries. We shall 
know how to obtain such friends. 
Mental confusion, contradictions of 
feeling, indecislveness, panic; these 
are our weapons. The lessons of 
revolution, these are the secrets of 
the new strategy. I have learned 
from the Bolsheviks, I do not hesi- 
tate to .say so." 

Later, during thi.s same meeting 
with RAU.SCII.VLN'G, Hitler said: 
"I shall never .start a v/ar without 
the certainty that a demoralized 
enemy will succumb to the first 
stroke of a single gigantic attack. 
When the enemy Is demoralized 
from within, when he stands on 
the brink of revolution, when so- 
cial unrest threatens him— that is 
the right moment. A single blow 
must destroy him. Aerial attacks, 
stupendous in their mass effect, 
surprise, terror, sabotage, assassina- 
tion from within, the murder of 
leading men, over'/.'hcIminK at- 
tacks on all weak points in the 
enemy's defence. "Sudden attacks, 
all In the .same second, without re- 
gard for reserves or losses;— that is 
the war of the future. A gigantic 
all-destroying blow, I do not con- 
sider consequences, I think only of 
this one thing,"

That these lies were not simply 
broadcast without previous research 
as to which they were directed is 
shown by the following extract of 
an article by Major FOERTSH, 
head of the Press Department of 
the Reich War Ministry, in an 
article "PROPAGANDA & IMPLE- 
MENT OF WAR": 

"In dealing with foreign propa- 
ganda, every country must be 
handled in a different manner. This 
difference depends on the attitude 
of the Government in question in 
respect to Germany — whether 
friendly and receptive, or openly 
hostile. It will -also depend on the 
people's atlilude to the aims of the 
German State, as well as on con- 
siderations of race and blood. Con- 
.sequcntly, in propagandizing, every 
motive must be treated individually. 
A sentence which may be adapted 
to nation "A" will rebound without 
effect on nation "B", or may even 
have the opposite effect. It Is plain 
that successful work must be based 
on a thorough knowledge ot the 
people for whom the propaganda Is 
intended." 

Propaganda and Battle, 

1 have frequently heard people 
discuss the iw.sjibiUty that the Nail 
propaganda machine aimed more at 
securing world-wide sympathy and 
respect for the Nasi Party, rather 
than it formed nn actual part of the 
Naïl war machine. Herman Rnusch- 
ning, for many years a montber of 
Hitler's circle of intimate friend.s. 
In his book "Hitler Speaks" gives 
us Hitler's views on this matter. In- 
cidentally Rauschnlng explains In 
the introduction to his book that ho 
made n priiclice during his years 
with llilliT, of making notes ot oil 
convcr.salion.s immediately after tho 
conversation. Speaking to Rausch- 
nlng several years before the out- 
break of this war. Hitler said: 

"We need armies, not only highly 
qiinllfle<l speelnl formations, but 
mo.ss armle.s ns well. But wo shall 
not use litem as In lOU. The place 
of artillery preparations for frontal 
atUok; by Ute Infantry in trench 
wn'rforc wlll.'^ln future, bo taken by 
revolullonary propaganda, to break 
down tho enemy psychologically 
before the armies begin to ftmctlon 
at nil. The enemy people must bo 
domorollzcd ond ready lo capitu- 
late, driven Into moral paclvity, be- 
fore military action can even bo 
thouBht of. How to achieve the
